In the latest feature in our series 
spotlighting local businesses in the 
town, Clare Youell visits Joy 
Flowers at North House Bush Fair, 
where life is anything but boring 
for owner Robyn Skinner... 

ON any given day, Robyn Skinner might be asked to 
make a giant jelly baby, a pigeon or a huge carp. 

Life is certainly not boring at Joy Flowers. 

Luckily Robyn is a skilled florist with 13 years’ 
experience behind her as she just never knows what 
the next customer through the door is going to ask 
for. 

“I made an off-road, Honda motorbike the other 
day, so that was interesting,” she said. “People often 
ask for edible things. It’s funny because over the 
years I’ve developed a reputation with the staff for 
being the one who does the edible things. If a 
customers asked for any kind of food, the others 
would say ‘go to Robyn, that’s her speciality’. 

“I’ve done gingerbread men, Milky Buttons, but 
my all-time favourite food one was a giant orange 
jelly baby. I think that turned out well.” 

College 

Although Robyn is the owner of Joy Flowers now, 
she joined as a keen 19-year-old, not long out of 
college. 

“I trained as a florist and went straight to work for 
a florist in the city, but I hated the commute,” she 
said. “I live in Harlow and I started to look for 
something closer and the woman who ran it at the 
time, Hazel, was advertising.” 

Joy’s was actually started by a lady called Joyce 
more than 25 years ago, but it was later taken over by

Daphne Toll and then Hazel Fisher. 

“I loved it here straight away,” said Robyn. “It’s 
like a little family. When I joined, Daphne was still 
working here one day a week even though she had 
semi-retired and we all got on so well. When Hazel 
retired three years ago she asked me if I wanted to 
take over and I said yes. 

“By the end I was doing a lot of the managing 
anyway but it was still a change when it became my 
business. You have to think about all of the books 
and going to the markets.” 

The working day often starts at 5am for Robyn, as 



that’s how early she has to get up to get to the trade- 
only flower market in Enfield. She gets up at 5am 
and is at the market by 5.30am or so as the roads are 
empty at that time of day. 

There she’s faced with thousands and thousands 
of buckets full of blooms, where Robyn gets to 
cherry-pick what she needs for the shop. 

“It’s basically a set of huge greenhouses and 
chilled rooms where the flowers are kept,” Robyn 
said. “There are the warm rooms for the tropical 
flowers and greenhouses full of house plants, garden 
plants and cactuses.” 

Once Robyn’s got what she needs, she’s back at her 
shop by 7.30am - when some people’s day has barely 
started.

need at the trade market as it’s certainly not all 
standard bouquets at Joy’s. 

Over the last few years, Robyn has been asked to 
make a floral rubber duck, a carp, a fisherman, 
butterflies and teddy bears. 

“One of the most unusual ones was a pigeon,” 
Robyn said. “It was for a customer whose dad kept 
racing pigeons. I’ve not been asked to make once 
since.” 

We’re a nation of pet lovers of course so Robyn also 
get a lot of requests for people to make cat and dog 
floral displays, and often people will come in with a 
photo of their prized pet which they’d like recreated 
in blooms. 

“I’ve made a greyhound, a Westie and a Collie,” 
she said. “Most of the time I can make what people 
want but it depends on the detail, you can’t be too 
detailed with flowers of course but normally we can 
work around what someone wants.” 

Of course it’s not all about creating elaborate 
portraits, the bread and butter of Robyn’s work is 
pretty occasion bouquets for birthdays, anniversar¬ 
ies and parties. 

There are sad occasions too as Joy’s does a lot of 
floral displays for funerals, when customer service 
is paramount. “You have to be thoughtful and kind, 
and not rush people, we just tell them to take their 
time,” Robyn said. “Every customer is different, 
some people like to be left alone and not have a fuss 
made, whereas others like to talk.” 

Robyn said that one of the best parts of her job is 
getting to do something that she loves every day. 


“Also to be able to create something unique for 
people, to help them to celebrate a loved one’s life, I 
think is special and a real privilege,” she said. 

There are lots of happy times too, particularly 
when couples come in to plan their wedding flowers. 
“It’s always nice to see happy brides and grooms, we 
don’t get many bridezillas,” Robyn laughed. 
“Although we have had a few groomzillas.” 

A lot of brides and grooms plan their wedding 
flowers a year in advance but you do get a few that 
leave it till the last minute. 

Wedding 

“Sometimes people come in on the Monday and 
the wedding is on the Saturday,” Robyn said. “We do 
our very best for them. Once someone came in and 
said they were getting married the next day and they 
had no flowers. She only wanted a bouquet for 
herself and a buttonhole for the groom so we were 
able to do that. 

“Wedding flowers can be a lot of hard work and 
stress at times, but it’s all worth it when you deliver 
it and get to see how happy the bride is with what 
you have created. On occasions we’ve moved brides 
to tears, and had to be quick on the tissues so they 
didn’t ruin their make-up.” 

For the future, Robyn is working on diversifying 
her business. 

“Sadly you can’t just get by on selling one thing 
anymore, so we are building up our range of gift and 
other bits we offer, so I hope to be able to continue on 
with that,” she said.

Review of 


proposals 
to revamp 
town pool

HARLOW Council’s plans to 
replace the town’s five paddling 
pools with splash parks are to be 
reviewed after a petition to save 
its most iconic pool received 1,549 
signatures. 

In June, the council alloc¬ 
ated £750,000 for an 
upgrade programme of the 
pools - replacing its pad¬ 
dling pools with modern 
splash parks, as 
well as improv¬ 
ing toilet facil¬ 
ities. 

The major 
overhaul 
would 
have 


seen the transformation from 
paddling pools to splash parks in 
Bush Fair, Old Harlow, Staple Tye, 
Sumners and Harlow Town Park. 

A petition set up by Harlow dad 
Martin Dear was presented at last 
Thursday’s council meeting. 

Mr Dear previously argued that 
the Town Park pool was the most 
iconic” and to lose all of 
the town’s paddling pools 
would be “detrimental 
to Harlow as a whole”. 

The 43-year-old said: 
“I thought that cam¬ 
paigning from the outset 
to save them all might be 
a step too far so named 
the Town Park one as 
it’s the most icon¬ 
ic. 

“It is centrally

located within Harlow, it’s loc¬ 
ation in the valley makes it easy 
for parents who are not in the 
water with their children to 
supervise them from a higher 
vantage point and its proximity to 
Pets’ Corner means it’s the closest 
of any of them to a public toilet.” 

He also suggested that when the 
paddling pool is not filled, it is 
still used by young people for 
skateboarding, BMX biking, 
roller skating and riding scoot¬ 
ers. 

“Although there is a purpose- 
built skate park within the Town 


Park, it is not necessarily ideal for 
younger children or beginners, it 
has deep bowls and can get very 
busy,” he added. 

“The drained paddling pools 
have long been used as an unof¬ 
ficial learning ground, where 
people who don’t yet have the 
confidence or ability to use the 
main park can go and practice on 
smaller banks.” 

Following a debate at the meet¬ 
ing, there was cross-party agree¬ 
ment for councillors to look at the 
differences or the combination of 
splash parks and paddling pools. 


In a joint statement following 
the meeting, leader of the council, 
Councillor Mark Ingall and leader 
of the opposition Councillor 
Andrew Johnson, said: “We wel¬ 
come last Thursday’s council 
debate about the future of the 
town’s much-loved paddling 
pools. 

“We thank Martin Dear for 
sharing his concerns with us and 
the 1,549 members of the public 
who signed the petition to retain 
the Town Park paddling pool. 

“With the strength of public 
feeling we must listen and coun¬ 


cillors must look at this issue in 
more detail. 

“What was clear from the 
debate is that the paddling pools 
are also loved by councillors. 

“Most councillors have grown 
up using these pools. 

“As leaders of our political 
groups we might not always see 
eye-to-eye on every issue, but 
what is important, given the feel¬ 
ings of the public and councillors 
on this issue, is that we consider 
what the local community want 
and look at all the options for 
enhancing these facilities.”

LANDOWNERS in Harlow now 
have no automatic right to con¬ 
vert business premises into res¬ 
idential accommodation. 

Harlow Council has secured a 
new planning direction prevent¬ 
ing both industrial and commer¬ 
cial properties being transformed 
into residential accommodation. 

The council has successfully 
introduced an Article Four Dir¬ 
ection covering the Harlow Enter¬ 
prise Zone in Templefields North 
East, following consultation with 
local businesses and property 
owners. 

Article Four means that there is 
now no automatic right for 
landowners in this area to convert 
business premises into residen¬ 
tial accommodation. 

Landowners now have to go 
through the normal full planning 
application process - a process 
the council has greater control 
over.

The news follows former 
councillor of the Bush Fair ward 
Ian Beckett announcing his 
resignation almost two weeks 
ago.

A statement from Harlow Coun¬ 
cil reads: “Like many residents 
and businesses, the council has 
been concerned about the impact 
that permitted development, 
which enables landowners to con¬ 
vert industrial and commercial 
properties into residential accom¬ 
modation without planning per¬ 
mission, has been having on the 
town. 

“The conversions in Harlow 
have often proved to be in areas 
without amenities for the resid¬ 
ents and the developers make no 
contribution to infrastructure 
such as schools, new road cross¬ 
ings and health centres.” 

The council believes that the 
area should be protected for busi¬ 
ness use only, with the Enterprise 
Zone not being a suitable place for 
residential living. 

Harlow Council wants to see 
increased levels of employment 


and legislation like this could lead 
to a reduction of business 
premises. 

A spokesman continued: 
“Whilst in some areas of the coun¬ 
try where there are unused build¬ 
ings in appropriate locations for 
people to live this may be wel¬ 
come, Harlow Council is con¬ 
cerned that this legislation may 
also lead to a reduction of busi¬ 
ness premises in the Enterprise 
Zone at a time when it wants to see 
increased levels of employment in 
Harlow. 

“The council doesn’t believe 
that the Enterprise Zone site in 
Templefields North East, would 
be a suitable residential area for 
people to live in and feel that it 


should be protected for business 
use only. 

“The council is looking at intro¬ 
ducing these rules to other areas 
of the town and it is carrying out a 
Scrutiny Committee review of the 
impact of permitted develop¬ 
ment. 

“The council is prepared to take 
action to protect jobs and employ¬ 
ment within the town, as well as 
the quality of life of people who 
live in the town.” 

Permitted development dates 
back to 2015 when the Govern¬ 
ment introduced national legis¬ 
lation.

ESSEX County councillors have 
been warned that parents are 
being urged to homeschool 
children to help move 
troublesome pupils off the school 
register. 

Figures published this year 
have shown that the number of 
children removed from school in 
Essex to be homeschooled 
increased from 466 in 2014 to 750 
in 2017 - a rise of 60 per cent. 

Of the 750 taken out in 2017, 65 
of those were due to attendance 
issues and 22 were taken out due 
to bullying. 

However Essex County 
Council (ECC) says the majority 
- 429 - were taken out of 
mainstream education for reason 


either unknown or for “other”. 

Phil Picton, Independent, 
chairman of the Essex 
Safeguarding Children Board, 
told councillors on the People 
and Families Policy and 
Scrutiny Committee on 
September 13: “The vast 
majority of homeschooling is not 
a problem. 

“There are responsible parents 
making a decision for their own 
reasons or in their child’s 
interests wanting to homeschool 
who are involved in national 
organisations involved in 
homeschooling and it would be 
hard to say they are not doing a 
good job. 

“There are a small number of 


cases - and I’m not speaking 
about Essex in particular - that 
have led to serious case reviews 
in situations where children 
have been homeschooled and 
have been out of sight. 

“I think it’s again nationally, I 
hear suggestions that some 
schools - and I don’t know if 
there are many or any in Essex - 
who encourage parents of 
children who are challenging to 
educate or control to homeschool 
as a way of taking the child off 
the school register. 

“That concerns me a great 
deal because usually the parents 
of those children are not parents 
who have the skills to 
homeschool their child.”

TWO students at Harlow College 
handed over pocket knives to 
police during an awareness day. 

The youngsters approached 
officers with the weapons, which 
were then confiscated, last 
Thursday. 

Another weapon, a folding 
knife, was also found discarded, 
but despite a review of CCTV foot¬ 
age and police carrying out 
enquiries, officers were unable to 
establish who it belonged to. 

Blades 

Police were at the college, along 
Velizy Avenue and The Hides, to 
educate students about the 
dangers of knife crime and car¬ 
rying blades. 

As part of the exercise, a knife 
arch was temporarily installed on 
the day and up to two thousands 
students walked through.

A MAJOR road in Harlow was closed for 
six days after a gas leak close to a petrol 
station.

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Hard work and support is the 
formula saving Science Alive 

STEM charity was facing bankruptcy until a new team with new ideas took over

A SCIENCE centre popular for school trips 
has been saved from bankruptcy. 

Science Alive is a STEM charity at Har¬ 
low Leisurezone set up in 2010 to deliver 
programmes and workshops to students 
and Harlow residents. 

Operations manager Sharon Davies, 
with her new management team, took over 
just over a year ago and together with the 
support of Harlow Council has turned the 
centre around. 

She said: “When I took over Science 
Alive back in June 20171 was brought in as 
the operations manager to manage day-to- 
day running of Harlow Museum and Sci¬ 
ence Alive. 

“What we’ve done is myself and the new 
management team, we’ve spent the last 
year trying to keep this place open - turn it 
around from bankruptcy and also the same 
at Harlow Museum. 

“So I’ve had two sites to turn round. 

“What saved us from bankruptcy has 
been Harlow Council.” 

Science Alive has had huge support from 
two former leaders, Jon Clempner and 
Emma Toal, as well as current leader, 
Councillor Mark Ingall. 

All three have helped to bail the centre 
out, having recognised the benefit of hav¬ 
ing a science centre. 

Skills gap 

Raytheon also donated £15,000 to keep 
the centre open and support has also been 
given by Harlow MP Robert Halfon and 
Michael Beard of Public Health England - 
to name just a few. 

“The benefit of the science centre is to 
help the skills gap,” added Sharon. 

“We’ve got a brand new multi-million 
pound science park that’s just opening in 
Harlow and we’ve got Public Health Eng¬ 
land moving to the area. 

“We need to help fill that skills gap so the 
students of Harlow and the surrounding 
areas actually go on and work in those 
industries and in a science role.” 

School trips are the centre’s main source 
of business during term time, with it offer¬ 
ing curriculum-linked workshops for any¬ 
thing between 30 to 90 children a day. 

From learning about the moon, stars 
and planets in the planetarium to 
the making your own snot in The 
Yuck Show - Science Alive is a 
popular choice among school 
children. 

The Harlow Education Con¬ 
sortium has booked for their 23 
primary and junior schools to 
go to Science Alive in a 
sponsored visit. 

It is also within easy 
access with Science Alive 
being a ten minute walk 
or coach ride from the 
majority of Harlow 
schools. 

Sharon added: “The 
centre is currently 
open during term

time for school bookings only. 

“As I am an ex-teacher I knew I wanted to 
make school trips as easy as possible for 
both staff and students. 

“It is £8 a head for a whole day’s pro¬ 
gramme, which includes three presenters, 
lots of explosions and lots of fun. Schools 
get exclusive access to the site - there’s no 
public in and there’s no other schools. 

“Schools are our main business at the 
moment. 

“When I took over the centre what I 
focused on was the schools’ programmes 
t - so we do programmes from Recep¬ 
tion up to Year 6 on everything from 
space to The Yuck Show and kids 
V love that.

Mr Whale has also introduced the centre 
to 16-year-old Murat Seidovs who Sharon 
describes as an “absolute genius at cod¬ 
ing”. 

She said: “We’re doing a Nintendo Labo 
club so if your kids have a Nintendo Switch 
at home and you want to turn it from 
something which is just about gaming, 
they can turn their Switch into anything 
from a robot to a piano. 

“It’ll be a five-week course running 
every Saturday morning so kids will start 
out understanding how the Labo works 
and then go on to design their own.” 

There will also be a scratch coding club, 
Raspberry Pi Club where kids can take 
their interest for Minecraft and use it for 
coding, and Raspberry Jam club which is 
all about designing a car. 

Sharon added: “From last September the 
centre has been going through a period of 
change, we’ve very much been working 
with the local community because we are a 
charity first and foremost. 

Income 

“Our schools’ programme is our main 
source of income - that’s the main reason 
why we’re here. 

“Our aims are to spread the love of 
science in school children so they do actu¬ 
ally go on to take it for GCSEs. 

“We’re working on more programmes at 
the moment that are going to include sec¬ 
ondary students to help fill that skills 
gap.” 

The centre is also available for private 
bookings, including birthday parties. 

Science Alive is looking for STEM 
ambassadors who are from Harlow who 
can come in and lend some support and 
run workshops. 

The site is also free for people to run 
community sessions or clubs from 4pm 
every evening up until when the Leis¬ 
urezone closes.

Service for elderly is 
under the microscope 


What Allied said about the report’s findings

AN Essex County Council service 
that helps elderly people live inde¬ 
pendently in their own homes has 
been placed into special measures 
in the wake of reports of insuf¬ 
ficient staffing, leaving carers 
exhausted. 

Essex County Council, which 
commissions the reablement ser¬ 
vice run by Allied Healthcare, 
says it is working with a health 
watchdog to improve the situ¬ 
ation. 

This is after an earlier inspec¬ 
tion in March found failings that 
risked the health and safety of 
several of the 530 people receiving 
social care support across the 
county from the service. 

The CQC found that the service 
was not safe and that the majority 
of those people had experienced 
missed and late calls due to insuf¬ 
ficient staff, poor organisation 
and a lack of oversight. 

Missed 

Staff at Allied Healthcare told 
inspectors they were exhausted - 
one had been expected to com¬ 
plete a care call at 3am, only to be 
out again the next morning - and 
in the week commencing March 5, 


A spokesperson for Allied 
Healthcare said: “After being 
alerted to the shortcomings in 
the local management and 
provision of reablement care by 
Essex County Council in 
March, Allied Healthcare 
immediately established a task 
force and began an internal 
investigation into the 
shortcomings, so as to urgently 

1,320 visits had been cancelled or 
missed to these 530 people. 

One person who had used the 
service for six weeks had exper¬ 
ienced frequent missed calls - 
they were diabetic but also had 
rheumatoid arthritis and were 
therefore unable to prepare their 
own food leading to episodes of 
hypoglycaemia. 

Another who had been assessed 
as requiring two carers to support 
with personal care due to mobil¬ 
ity issues, Alzheimer’s and incon¬ 
tinence issues, had been called on 
two days to say that none of the 
four calls required those days 
could be fulfilled due to lack of 
staff. 

There was also an occasion 
where a carer had arrived at this 


rectify the issues identified and 
ensure adherence with our 
high-quality care and operating 
standards. 

“As a result of Allied 
Healthcare’s internal 
investigation, a formal action 
plan was agreed with the Care 
Quality Commission and Essex 
County Council to address the 
shortcomings identified. We 

person’s home to support with 
personal care, but had to cancel as 
no second carer had arrived. 

This person was left without 
the care they required, even when 
they scored as a high risk red 
rating on the vulnerability 
index. 

Since then the service has had 
time to stabilise and recover. 
There has been a “vast improve¬ 
ment” in the number of late and 
missed calls which are now min¬ 
imal. The provider has been work¬ 
ing with the Local Authority 
Commissioners to ensure further 
improvements are in place so that 
people receive a good quality ser¬ 
vice and are kept safe. 

The numbers of people using 
the service had reduced from 530 


have already implemented the 
majority of necessary 
improvements to the service 
and continue to work closely 
with all parties to put the final 
elements in place within the 
agreed timeframe. 

“The provision of safe 
continuity of care remains 
Allied Healthcare’s utmost 
priority.” 

to under 200. This meant there 
was capacity to ensure people 
received their calls on time and 
for the allocated time. 

The service helps people who 
may be struggling with everyday 
tasks such as getting up, washing 
and dressing and preparing meals 
and snacks in their own homes 
after a result of an illness, a hos¬ 
pital stay or disability. 

A statement by the CQC into the 
service said: “Staff morale was 
not good. Staff were leaving and 
others were visibly distressed and 
upset by the situation at the ser¬ 
vice. There had been some staff 
meetings but staff felt that they 
were not being listened to and 
that the managers did not under¬ 
stand the gravity of the situation 



they were in. Staff in the office 
told us that they had asked that 
there was a halt on new care 
packages whilst they focus on the 
support of the people already 
receiving care, but they were told 
that this was not an option. Staff 
in the field told us that they were 
exhausted. 

Care call 

“One staff member told us that 
they were expected to complete a 
care call at 3am, then to be out 
again the next morning. One of 
the scheduling staff told us that as 
staff had so many care calls to 
deliver in a day these were getting 
later and later and staff were 


becoming increasingly tired. 

“Some staff we spoke to told us 
that they felt that if they told us 
the real situation that they would 
risk their jobs. When we spoke to 
senior managers about this they 
acknowledged that they had not 
provided support to the office 
staff and said that this was in part 
due to the registered manager 
who was no longer at the ser¬ 
vice.” 

The CQC carried out the unan¬ 
nounced inspection after service 
users, their relatives and staff 
raised serious concerns. They 
found that safety was inadequate, 
and that there was inadequate 
leadership.

From a spirit of 
hope to hatred 

LETTER to Robert Halfon, 
MP: Many people in Harlow 
have voted Conservative in 
the past but the Conservative 
Party has changed 
enormously. The 
Conservatives were 
previously considered the 
party of business, good 
economic governance and 
public order, but that no 
longer seems to be the case. 

Earlier this year, the 
government commissioned a 
study, which looked at 
various Brexit scenarios, 
including leaving without a 
deal. According to the 
Financial Times, the 
government study showed 
that we will be worse off 
under any Brexit scenario. 
Growth will be hit; Britain’s 
most advanced industries 
and the City, the country’s 
economic powerhouse, will 
be harmed, as will the fives 
of working people.

Lorries will 
stop crossing the border. 
Planes will stop flying. 
Heathrow is planning for a 
two to three month 
shutdown. 

Under these 

circumstances, Robert, how 
would you vote? We, your 
constituents need to know. 
Have you read your own 
government’s impact 
studies? Would you support 
leaving the EU with no deal, 
knowing how harmful that 
would be to our country? Do 
you fully understand the 
implications of the 
preparations Harlow Council 
will have to make for a no 
deal scenario? Or would you 
support extending Article 50, 
allowing time for a People’s 
Vote? Will you obey your 
party’s instructions or, 
heeding the government’s 
own impact studies, will you 
vote in the best interests of 
our nation? 

Yet all of this remains a 
government choice. All of 
the consequences from this 
will have been because of 
the actions of your 
government. Right the way 
through from the calling of 
the referendum to finishing 
with the most likely outcome 
of no deal and the chaos 
which will result from that 
outcome. Conservatives have 
taken us from the spirit of 
hope in the 2012 Olympics to 
the hate and anger of 2018.

Should more funding be made 
available for research and treatment of 
mental health issues?

THE national government 
has promised equal funding 
for mental health in 
comparison to physical 
health for a number of 
years. 

Sadly, as with so many of 
their policies it is a question 
of attempting to talk big 
and hoping the public forget 
to hold them to their 
promises. 

However, it is not easy for 
those suffering mental health 
problems to forget just how 
bad the mental health 
services in this country are. 

Recent reports state it can 
take as long as two years for 
someone with a severe 
mental health problem to 
even be seen. 

So much for equality of 
funding and treatment. 

Critics might say that there 
is not a bottomless pit of 
money and that the NHS is 
short of funding in all areas. 

But this is to overlook the 
unfairness of mentally ill 
patients being treated 
with less urgency than 


physically ill ones. 

Untreated mental illness 
can lead to emotional and 
physical problems for both 
the patient and their loved 
ones as well as a financial 
burden on public services. 

In the absence of 
treatment, more pressure is 
put on the police and on 
prisons, where all too many 
sick people are put in the 
absence of anywhere else for 
them to go. 

What’s more, swift 
intervention for mentally ill 
people can aid them to get 
back on their feet and in 
work, saving money for the 
welfare state. 

Locally, we are in a 
shocking position where 
mental health in-patients 
from Bishop’s Stortford have 
to go as far away as 
Stevenage to access these 
services, causing more 
isolation for an already 
highly vulnerable group. 

In addition, outpatient 
services have been severely 
cut, including the loss of the

personality disorder team 
that covered the whole of 
Hertfordshire. 

Mentally ill people are still 
second-class citizens in this 
town. 


THE Campaign Against 
Living Miserably reports that 
suicide is the biggest killer of 
men under 45 in the UK. 

However shocking of a 
statistic it may seem, with 
the combination of societal 
pressures, and the ‘Man Up’ 
mentality that a lot of young 
men face, it’s evident that as 
a group, their mental health 
is really taking its toll. 

Whilst education from an 
early age surrounding 
mental health and speaking 
up about how we feel is 
important, once encouraged 
to openly talk about our 
struggles, we’re often faced 
with a brick wall. 

Our NHS is brilliant - but 
it’s clear that it’s massively 
under-funded, and GPs 
cannot offer adequate 
support to refer those 
seeking mental health 
treatment. 

Incorrect referrals and 
inaccurate diagnosis from 
those who are not mental 
health specialists can often

From Matilda to the BFG: Roald Dahl 
celebration provides inspiration 


ONE of the nation’s best¬ 
loved authors was celebrated 
at Passmores when the 
school’s English Department 
organised a week of Roald 
Dahl inspired activities. 

The students’ creativity 
and imagination was 
captured as they discussed 
the work of Dahl, who is 
famed not only for his short 
stories for children and 
adults, but also for his work 
as a scriptwriter. 

The introduction of more 
rigorous GCSEs in 2017 
means that to be able to 
access exams across all 
subject areas, it is crucial 
that students are competent 
readers. Passmores has 
always encouraged reading 
for pleasure for both its staff 
and students, with the aim of 
developing a life-long love of 
literature. 

Throughout the week, the 
students immersed 
themselves in themed 
creative writing lessons, 
which culminated in a day of 
celebration on the 
anniversary of the author’s 
birthday. The whole of the 
English Department became 
a Dahl-inspired fantasy 
world, complete with Wonka 
Bar wrapped doors, and staff 
dressed as some of the 
writer’s most extraordinary 
characters, including 


Augustus Gloop and Mrs

The resulting displays of 
work caused a real stir, as 
students flocked to the 
English Department to take a 
look at the what they and 
students from other year 
groups had produced. One of 
the most intriguing tasks had 
involved making ‘dream jars’ 
on which the youngsters 
wrote down their hopes and 
dreams for the future. 

English teacher and 
creator of the event, Danielle 
Edwards said, ‘The idea for 
the dream jars came from 
Dahl’s book, The BFG. In 
class, our young people 
shared what they had written 
and had some really 
interesting conversations 
about the books they’ve read 
and what they could read, 
especially as they get older. 
This challenged the concept 
where some students believe 
reading is not for them, or 
that it’s only for younger 
children.

School's new classrooms get big thumbs up from pupils 


EXCITED pupils were eager 
to return to school to move 
into their brand-new 
classrooms. 

Over the summer break, a 
team of builders set to work 
at Roydon Primary Academy, 
in Roydon, to extend the 
school building to add two 
extra classrooms. 

Pupils in Year 2 and 3 - 
who previously were taught 
in 1980s huts - packed up 
their books and equipment 
and moved into the modern 
facilities. 

Headteacher Michael Clark 
said: “The children are 
buzzing about their new 
classrooms. They have had 
their noses pushed against 
the windows as they have 
been so eager to check them 
out. They are excited to get 
their work on the walls and 
to put their stamp on it. 

“The huts have been here 
for years, so it is quite a big 


thing for everyone.” 

The extension, which went 
from nothing to a water-tight 
building in 24 hours, features 
solar panels on the roof 
which will not only power 
the new-build, but will help 
to power the main school. 

The building work is the 
latest in a programme of 
improvements being made 
to the fabric of the school,

Cost-effective LED lighting 
and new security gates were 
also added during the 
summer break.

Exhibition 
focussed on 
glass and 
science 


THE highly successful 
GLASSHAUS XII annual glass 
exhibition is now in its 13th 
year and this time will be 
focussed on the interaction 
between glass and science. It 
will show how scientific 
principles, either physical or 
chemical, can be exploited in 
the making process - or how 
science can directly 
influence the production, or 
be the subject of the artwork. 

The exhibition will run 
until October 28 at The 
Gallery at Parndon Mill and 
is inspired by medical 
science. A series of pieces 
show the re-imagining of 
what an organic cell is, and 
how the act of making 
something that seems 
familiar show just how alien 
it may actually appear. 

Four linked pieces by 
another artist represent the 
morphologies of red blood 
cells, responding to a 
number of hereditary 
diseases that affect their 
shape. 

New techniques for 
integrating the graphic 


impact of medical scans with 
the material and optical 
qualities of glass were 
developed when an artist 
became fascinated by how 
making, particularly in glass, 
can crystallise and 
communicate powerful 
ideas. 

The science laboratory has 
inspired one of the regular 
exhibitors at Glasshaus to 
apply fanciful glass 
decoration to syringes. 
Another artist exhibits his 
version of retorts. 

The work of two other 
artists relates the extreme 
forces of black holes in the 
universe. Another has made 
a wall piece based on the 
radar system used to ensure 
the safe running of the 
aeroplanes around the 
world. 

Many of the exhibitors 
have been involved in the 
science of glass making to 
create their art. For instance 
the reactions that occur 
when metals such as copper 
and steel are exposed to 
increased temperatures and

molten soda glass. The 
exposure to such high 
temperatures changes both 
metals from the familiar to 
the unrecognisable. A 
technique called Boiling 
Glass incorporates air 
pockets in the glass 
construction and when the 
fusing temperature is 
increased, a physical 
reaction takes place within 
the glass where the air rises 
to the surface, dragging the 
colours of the piece with it. 


“Moonrocks” which appear 
to glow from within are 
another example of 
employing science to create 
a special effect. 

Casting glass is all about 
science in action. The many 
materials and stages of the 
process involved in creating 
a cast glass object are a 
seamless fusion of art and 
science. The action of heat, 
gravity, viscosity, the 
chemistry of colour and how 
it reacts with light are all 


intrinsic to creating an 
artwork in cast glass. There 
are impressive pieces by 
several artists in the 
exhibition. 

The research for a PhD by 
one artist was the 
application of digital design 
and 3D printing for glass 
casting, for another’s PhD 
thesis at the Royal College 
the study of colour in glass 
included how this could 
change dramatically when lit 
by different light sources. 


One of the exhibitors is not 
primarily a glass artist. She is 
a practising neuro scientist 
with a keen interest in glass 
making and is building up 
her skills. 

Science is a vast subject, 
but glass making can 
encompass a large array of 
techniques and results too, 
also showing imagination 
and innovation. Many can be 
seen in this exhibition which 
is interesting as well as 
enjoyable.

Kevin Hart stars as Teddy Walker in Night

NIGHT SCHOOL (12A) 

Teddy Walker (Kevin Hart) is one of the best 
salesmen of grills and barbecues and he hopes 
to capitalise on that success by proposing to 
his beautiful girlfriend Lisa (Megalyn 
Echikunwoke). 

His plan culminates in an explosion that 
leaves poor Teddy in need of a new job. 

A good friend (Ben Schwartz), who works for 
a firm of stockbrokers, would love to hire Teddy 
except he dropped out of Piedmont High School 
a couple of credits shy of graduating. 

If Teddy wants to secure a well-paid career 
and provide for Lisa, he will have to go back 
into education. 

After an awkward conversation with Piedmont 
High School's principal (Taran Killam), Teddy 
enrols in night classes along with a motley crew 
of dreamers and misfits including Luis (Al 
Madrigal), Mila (Anne Winters) and Theresa 
(Mary Lynn Rajskub). 

Their teacher Carrie (Tiffany Haddish) 
explains that she is only taking the classes to 
make extra money and she will not tolerate 
time wasters. 

"If you're not going to do the work, drop the 
class/' Carrie tells Teddy and the salesman 
discovers that his teacher is the first person he 
has met who is impervious to his slick patter. 

BLACK '47 (15) 

In 1847, Ireland is in the grip of the Great 
Famine. Martin Feeney (James Frecheville) 
returns home from his tour of duty with the 
Connaught Rangers to learn that his mother 
has died. 

His brother's widow Ellie (Sarah Greene) takes 
him in with her three children and they make 
plans to move to America before the authorities 
can forcibly remove them from their sguat. 

Unfortunately, the Royal Irish Constabulary 
(RIC) evict Martin, Ellie and the children. 

In the ensuing struggle, Feeney lashes out to 
protect what remains of his family and kills 
members of the RIC. 

The British assign an officer called Pope 
(Freddie Fox) to track down Feeney and bring 
the murderer to justice with the help of younger 
recruit Hobson (Barry Keoghan). 

Pope forces one of Feeney's friends, Hannah 
(Hugo Weaving), to take part in the manhunt 
before the fugitive can exact revenge on 
everyone he holds responsible for the death of 
his brother. 

A tense game of cat and mouse plays out as 
the people of Ireland suffer horribly.

Battle of the sexes 


THE WIFE (15) ★★★★★ 

T he mercurial Glenn 
Close makes a 
compelling bid for her 
seventh Oscar 
nomination in the title 
role of director Bjorn Runge’s 
slow-burning drama adapted 
from the novel by Meg 
Wolitzer. 

Oscillating between two time 
frames, The Wife is a 
meticulously constructed 
character study, which exposes 
the steely resolve and 
indignation of a woman who 
has honoured her wedding 
vows to a man with a roving 
eye and an insatiable hunger 
for recognition. 

“There’s nothing more 
dangerous than a writer whose 
feelings have been hurt,” 
observes Close’s dutiful 
spouse, a casual aside which 
resonates with increasing 
ferocity as the plot unravels 
and dark secrets are 
unearthed. 

Everything we need to know 
about the central couple’s 
marriage seems to be 
encapsulated in an opening 
bedroom scene. 

Close wearily fends off her 
husband as he exercises his 
early morning conjugal rights. 

“You don’t have to do 
anything, just lie there,” he 


tells her, focused solely on 
personal gratification. 

The enduring pleasure of 
Runge’s film is witnessing the 
balance of power shift between 
the well-drawn characters, 
building to a dazzling 
explosion of verbal fireworks 
that makes sense of throwaway 
comments and gestures that 
have tantalised us until this 
turning point. 

In 1992 Connecticut, 
celebrated writer Joe 
Castleman (Jonathan Pryce) 
receives a telephone call from 
Stockholm to confirm he has 


been selected as this year’s 
recipient of the Nobel Prize in 
Literature. 

Joe’s wife Joan (Close) 
celebrates with her spouse yet 
there is unspoken tension. 

The Castlemans travel to 
Sweden on Concorde and mid¬ 
flight, they are pestered by 
muck-raking journalist 
Nathaniel Bone (Christian 
Slater), who is keen to pen a 
biography on Joe and hopes 
that he can get to his unwilling 
subject via Joan. 

Nathaniel slyly repeats toxic 
tittle tattle about the couple’s 


relationship to get a rise from 
Joan. 

“If you’re trolling for nuggets 
of bitterness here, you’ll find 
none,” she coolly rebukes the 
hack. 

While she fends off 
Nathaniel’s unwelcome 
overtures, Joan also acts as 
peacemaker between Joe and 
their son David (Max Irons), a 
writer desperate for his father’s 
approval. 

As the prize ceremony 
approaches, flashbacks to 1958 
Massachusetts reveal the 
origins of the Castlemans’ 
relationship at a women’s 
liberal arts college where Joan 
(Annie Starke) is a naive 
student and Joe (Harry Lloyd) 
is her married tutor, who 
intends her to be more than 
his babysitter. 

The Wife is draped elegantly 
around Close and her deeply 
moving performance. 

Pryce portrays a boor with 
gusto and he sparks fiery on¬ 
screen chemistry with Irons as 
the prodigal son, whose self¬ 
belief can be undermined by a 
single laser-guided word of 
criticism from his old man. 

By the incendiary final 
frames of Runge’s satisfying 
film, the younger Castleman 
discovers that he has been 
forlornly searching for 
validation in the wrong place. 
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How have the houses we are 
building evolved since Grand 
Designs first aired? 

WE started making Grand Designs 21 
years ago. We were still at the end of 
the 20th Century and we were still in 
a little bit of an insecure relationship 
with that century in many ways. 

It was the century of modernism, of 
international architecture, of 
functionalism, ofbrutalism, of trying 
to design for modern use. And 
actually, back then we were still 
building houses with dining rooms in 
them. It seemed at odds with the way 
that we had been living for 30 or 40 
years, I think we've moved on. 

In a world where we're hearing 
lots about properties getting 
smaller, are people still building 
grand, opulent homes? 

WE deliberately mix it up - we always 
think there's space at least for one 
silly big thing. And in a way it's easier 
for me to criticise the bigger projects 
because they tend to be a bit more

overblown, a bit more wasteful. 

Sometimes people are guilty of 
chequebook architecture, where they 
just spend their way out of a problem. 
So for me, the smaller projects are 
always more exciting because they're 
the ones that really challenge and 
tend to be more accessible for 
viewers. 

I will also say that the word 'Grand' 
in Grand Designs - in my view at 
least - has got nothing to do with 
money or size. It's got to do with 
vision. 

This series contains some 
remarkable builds. One of them 
will resonate with people of a 
certain age because there's a 
Ferris Bueller link... 

SO many people know that movie. 
This project is in Padstow and draws 
its inspiration from the house 
featured in the film, a real house in 
Illinois. Our couple, originally from 
London, had never gone to Illinois to 
visit it. So this programme ends up as 
an interesting lesson on what 
happens when you pursue an idea on 
a whim. 

Can you tell us more about Grand 
Designs' first ever 'healthy 
house', too? 

IT'S a really interesting case where 
two of the children are very allergic 
and have to be regularly treated at 
hospital. 

I'm interested in this personally 
because I'm an asthmatic, so I'm very

careful about the air quality where I 
live and anywhere I like to stay. But 
for these guys, it's a totally different 
ball game. For example, the majority 
of domestic carpets in the UK use 
glue that lets off gases. What these 
owners have built for their boys is a 
house using carpet with no solvent- 
based glue on the back. They've used 
solvent-free, low-VOC paint; they've 
used a minimum number of glues, 


and the MDF in the building only 
contains trace elements of 
formaldehyde and no varnishes. 

You've previously admitted to 
being a 'workaholic' - how much 
of your year is taken up by Grand 
Designs? 

MOST of it. I work on my business 
[HAB Housing] about half the time, 
but that's not actually in the business, 
because when I'm filming [Grand 
Designs] I spend about six hours a 
day travelling. 

So I use that travel time to work 
and I'm very adept at sitting on trains 
with a laptop. But I'm a recovering 
workaholic. I have had to sit in 
meetings with my hands tucked 
under myself in order not to sound 
too enthusiastic or optimistic about 
things, and I've had to admit that I'm 
a workaholic and make very big 
commitments to not be. 

What keeps you doing it - what's 
your motivation? 

MONEY'S always a good motivator, 
isn't it? Paying the bills is good. It is 
quite addictive. 

There are lots of reasons, but 
fundamentally the process of sharing 
an experience with people who are 
creating something from scratch is 
really powerful. Building a house is 
the biggest single act of commission¬ 
ing, and probably the biggest single 
act of creativity, that most of us might 
ever go through. And we're all 
capable of it. So the reason why 


people watch is why I do it. We all get 
drawn in by the vicarious pleasure 
and the excitement. 

Would you ever do a Grand 
Design for your own home? 

I HAVE done, but I don't talk about it. 
Firstly, because talking about your 
own build is a very different thing 
from guiding the viewer through 
someone else's project. Secondly, I 
value a degree of privacy. 

Filming can be stressful and 
personal, so hats off to all the people 
who let us into their homes and into 
their lives. I think they do it because 
they recognise the significance of the 
process and they want to have it 
recorded for them, for their family 
and for posterity. 

Lastly, chefs often say that 
people never like cooking for 
them. Are people terrified of 
inviting you into their homes? 

I'M such a pussycat. People are 
immensely self-conscious about their 
homes. 

A mate of mine isn't a dad, but he's 
got about 15 godchildren. I asked 
him what that was like, and he said 
it's great, because every time he sees 
them, they're on their best behaviour. 
That's kind of how I feel about 
houses, I really like it when I go 
round to someone's house and they 
have bothered to tidy up!

Your 2016 Song has become a 
viral hit and been viewed more 
than 50 million times, but do 
you think you are comedy 
Marmite? 

Rosie: I think in terms of comedy 
and entertainment, everyone is 
Marmite even large acts like Michael 
Mclntrye and Peter Kay. Comedy 
divides people down the middle. If 
everyone loved what we did I'd be a 
bit suspicious. 

Was it worrying when 
you received online death 
threats after appearing in the 
Nationwide Building Society 
adverts earlier this year? 

Nicola: We know what the internet 
is like, we've grown up with it, so it 
doesn't really cause concern us 
about what goes on there. 

Rosie: We don't have a problem 
with hecklers either - it's difficult to 
heckle a song. (Laughs) And that's 
definitely not a challenge. 

We're not inviting people to come 
along and see if they can heckle us. 
Sometimes we have people who sing 
along with us but that's nice. 

Did you both get along 
growing up? 

Rosie: We probably grew closer after 
we both went away to uni. We were 
always bickering when we were 
young - as sisters do - and we were a 
tag team annoying mum. 

I think we grew closer later. Nicola 
moved out to Canada and then 
invited me to stay. 


Nicola: I did music at university, but 
in the second year I wasn't enjoying 
it. I finished and started exploring 
American television shows that I 
really loved and did some research 
and came up with the impro 
company Second City. 

I always watched a lot of comedy 
as a kid and BBC Radio 4 bought 
one of my jokes and I thought there 
might be something in it. We both 
started doing impro and writing 
classes and Flo & Joan came out of 
musical comedy we liked such as 
Victoria Wood. 

We started performing and 
thought 'If it goes wrong, no-one 
knows us in Canada and is going to 
know! 


What are your telly favourites?

Rock, Parks And Recreation, The It 
Crowd and Smack The Pony. We 
were probably too young to be 
watching Smack The Pony, but we 
loved the quickness of it. 

Rosie: There was Wood and Walters 
and well, Monty Python... all things 
like that. 

Do you share the same sense of 
humour? 

Rosie: Yeah, definitely. There's 
something in our bones. Sometimes 
we have different opinions on 
things, we're very different people, 
but we agree when it comes to 
subjects and songs. 

Nicola: Sometimes we'll be 
watching something and both think 
'We've got to write a song about 
them.' Our new song about sex 
robots came about because we were 
watching This Morning and they 
were talking about them and we just 
both looked at each other and 
thought 'We've got to write a song 
about sex robots.' 

You had to add extra shows at 
the Edinburgh Festival and are 
now touring the UK with Alive 
On Stage. What can audiences 
expect? 

Nicola: It's been quite a nice 
summer. We sold out all the shows 
so they chucked in a couple more. 
It's a slightly longer show for the 
tour. The first half will be new songs 
- weddings, sex robots and Leslie 
Ash, although probably not all in the 
same song - and we will be doing 


some older ones in the second half. 

(Laughs) I wouldn't call them our 
best hits, we're not at the stage yet, 
but they are our favourites. They are 
songs people might have heard on 
albums or online, but not seen live 
before. 

Has music always been part of 
your lives? 

Rosie: Music was always around 
growing up. Mum was into music 
and it was always playing in the 
house. She would take us to 
musicals and local am-dram 
societies when we were younger. 

Mum was into classical music as 
well and we had pop songs, disco 
and 80s and 90s music. 

Nicola plays keyboard and I do 
beats on percussion and, depending 
on the style of songs, you'll see me 
playing castanets as well. 

Nicola: Rosie can play the flute 
and trumpet as well and she's a 
professional percussionist but we 
don't have enough space to carry 
around a full drum kit on tour. 

What's next after the tour? 

Nicola: We'll be thinking about a 
show for next year for Edinburgh 
and we will be releasing a podcast 
towards the end of the year. 

It's going to be about women 
in history - the ones most people 
will have probably never heard 
of before.

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My father always said 
how blessed he was 


B oxing legend 

Muhammad Ali remains 
a hero to millions - and 
few could hero-worship 
him more than his 
daughter, Hana. 

"I always looked at my father as a 
hero, and it's nothing to do with the 
fact that he was famous,” she 
explains. "As a young girl, I just 
thought that his choices in life were 
always right, because he's chosen 
by God. 

"He survived the Sixties, the 
Seventies, never getting shot when 
all of our black leaders were being 
killed. He walked the streets freely, 
never had bodyguards. It was a 
miracle really, if you look at how 
America was at the time, and how 
outspoken he was.” 

The third youngest child of the 
three-time world heavyweight 
boxing champion (he fathered nine 
in total) has now written her third 
book about her father, At Home 
With Muhammad Ali. It features 
details drawn from the boxer's 
private audio diaries, love letters 
and journals, as well as Hana's own 
memories of growing up in the 
family home - a Los Angeles 
mansion where regular visitors 
included Michael lackson, Clint 
Eastwood and Sylvester Stallone. 

"I was too young to remember 
them all, except for Michael 
lackson of course. I was a little girl 
listening to his music,” she recalls. 

"He was just very sweet, very 
calm, quiet. He moved with soft 
slow motions. He laughed a lot 
around my father and was always 
cracking jokes. I think he saw him 
as a father figure.” 

While Ali made his mark in the 
boxing ring and on the world stage, 
Hana and her sister Laila were 
tended to by governesses and 
nannies in the lap of luxury, but the 
little girl experienced huge 
anxieties at his absences. 

The 460 pages of the book are 
awash with stories of his enduring 
love for his children, his efforts 
towards peace and his limitless 
spiritual goodness, never wallow¬ 
ing in self-pity when he was 
diagnosed with Parkinson's 
Disease in 1984 and began a slow, 
debilitating decline until his death 
in 2016, aged 74. 

Hana, now 42, is one of Ali's two 
daughters by his third marriage to 
model Veronica 
Porche, whom he 
met in 1974 while in 
Zaire when Porche 
was 18 and one of 
the four poster girls 
who had promoted 
the 'Rumble in the 
lungle' fight against 
George Foreman. 

Hana was born in 
1976 and her parents 
married the following 
year, but it only lasted eight years. 

He may have been godly, brave 
and wise, but Ali was also a 
womaniser who admitted his sins 
but did not, seemingly, try to fight 
against them. 

"I never blamed my father or 
judged him because he was so 
amazing in so many ways and he 
never took advantage of, or 
disrespected, women, in anyway. 

"He just loved pretty girls and 
he's a man, and I think a lot of men 


struggle with that, especially when 
they're as famous as he was and 
have women throwing themselves 
at them all the time. He just didn't 
have control over that side of 
himself. What I respect about that 
is that when you see a person's 
faults, you can know them 
better when you see how they 
handle them, and my dad 
never treated people bad, he 
never ever denied his children, 
quite the opposite - he was 
ready to claim kids that 
weren't even his." 

He went on to marry Lonnie 
Williams; his nine children 
came from four different 
relationships. They all remain 
close, Hana insists, and she 
quickly dismisses reports that there 
have been sibling wrangles over 
inheritance. 

"He owned up to his 
responsibilities and his mistakes 
and he tried to do right by them. I 
always thanked him for that. Most 
men will mess up, hide it and keep 
affairs in secret, and the kids suffer 
for it. 

"My siblings did not suffer 
because they were born out of 
wedlock, or because my father had 


affairs with their mothers. He 
brought them around, he respected 
them. They were all invited to his 
funeral. 

"His weakness was he loved 
women, and being married didn't 
keep him from pursuing that." 

While she says her parents never 
argued, she has blotted out the 
pain she felt when she found out 
her mother was leaving her father. 

"All of the pain that she received 
and dealt with through all of the 
cheating, throughout the years, she 
kept distancing herself, turning 
herself off emotionally, and away 
from him. 

"So the love was still there, but it 
took on a new form and it wasn't 
an in-love feeling any more." 

The divorce affected Hana 
deeply, especially since it was her 
psychologist who broke the news 
that her parents were splitting, 
when she was nine years old. 

"I would go after school, and she 
asked me one day how I felt about 
my parents getting divorced. 

"I literally went completely 
blank. I don't have any memory 
from that moment on to Daddy 
coming to visit me in the next 
house. It's all just wiped out, 


anything in-between. It must have 
been that painful, because I do not 
remember any of it.” 

In the book, while she doesn't 
ignore the fact that he was unfaith¬ 
ful, she doesn't dwell on it either. 

He still remained positive when 
he was diagnosed with Parkinson's. 

"My father was always saying 
how blessed he was, even in the 
face of this. He never asked, 'Why 
me?' He always looked at it as 'OK' 
and that's just how he was. He was 
very spiritual and positive." 

Today, Hana still lives in Los 
Angeles, around a mile from the 
old family home, driving past the 
mansion in Fremont Place every 
day on her way to work as an estate 
agent. She's married but doesn't 
have any children. How has she 
managed to move on? 

"Since my father passed, it's 
strange because I just don't feel like 
he's gone. I don't know if it's 
because he's so loved or because 
his spirit is so strong, or because 
the love he gave was so strong.” 

"I just love him so much."

The Kooks frontman 


Luke Pritchard tells 


ANDREW ARTHUR 


about his duet with 


his late father, and 
why he thinks the 
music press has got 
it in for his band 


40 singles, including Naive and She 
Moves In Her Own Way. 

The Kooks were one of a raft of 
British guitar bands that became 
commercially successful in the 
mid-Noughties, along with the likes 
of Arctic Monkeys and Razorlight. 

But after the overwhelming 
success of their debut, they 
experienced a rough ride with the 
critics. 

Despite topping the album 
charts, their sophomore effort, 
Konk, received some negative 
reviews. With the band's music now 
being enjoyed online by a new 
generation of fans, does Luke feel 
vindicated that the critics failed to 
kill The Kooks off? 

"You're not really allowed that in 
music. You're not owed something 
because you think that you're good. 

"One thing that has been nice for 
us, is probably having a platform 
that is more democratised,” he 
reasons. "People just go and listen 
to your music, you don't have to be 
told it's cool by a radio station. 

"We're a bit of an anomaly. We're 
definitely not loved by the press. 
We've never been an awards band. 

"I hope it flips people out. It's 
good to be an outsider." 

When asked what he thinks 
caused the backlash, Luke jokes: 
"We're just so good-looking, man. 

"There's all kinds of things. The 
fact we went to the BRIT School. 


Bands weren't supposed to have 
gone to 'stage school! It's fine for 
Adele, but not The Kooks. 

"I think there was an element of 
our first album going really big and 
quickly. Everything was about 
Arctic Monkeys that year, and we 
sold more records than them. 
People were like, 'What the f*** 
happened there?' 

"Honestly, maybe I'm just not 
very likeable?! There were some 
jabs. It was crazy. I remember the 
second album, my mum was like, 
'Why is this happening?' Haters 
gonna hate." 

It's clear from his deeply personal 
songwriting that Luke is not afraid 
to share his feelings. 

As our conversation ends, I ask if 
he worries whether he risks 
revealing too much about his 
private life in his songs. 

"I'm too honest!” he admits. "I 
think I am good at the open stuff, 
that's what people like about my 
writing. It's about sharing a life 
experience, isn't it? As songwriters, 
it's our job. To say things people 
feel they can't themselves," says 
Luke. 

"Naive was about being cheated 
on. People asked, 'Do you really 
want to talk about that?' I find 
being honest is potent for writing." 

■ The Kooks' new album Let's Go 
Sunshine is out now. 


ON'T ever go in there 
man, it's really messed 
up,” warns Luke 
Pritchard, his voice 
adopting a foreboding 
tone. The singer-songwriter is 
talking about the Museum of Death 
in LA, next door to the studio 
where his band, The Kooks, 
recorded their new album. 

"It used to be a recording studio 
owned by Ray Charles, where he 
did a lot of his records," the 
33-year-old explains. 

Luke has a bit of a time-traveller 
air about him. In 1980s-style 
high-waisted trousers and a 
button-down shirt, still sporting 
that mane of curly locks, he 
reclines on a sofa in the spaceship¬ 
like surroundings of his record 
company's London headquarters. 

"The museum has a Charles 
Manson room, it's so weird, dude! 
Really disturbed me. You go in 
there and you've got pictures of 
decapitated people. Definitely not 
a nice respite after recording," he 
goes on. 

The morbid surroundings 
certainly did not rub off on the 
indie band's uplifting fifth album, 
however. It marks a return to the 
band's brand of guitar-driven 
pop singalongs, after they 
experimented with computer¬ 
generated samples and loops on 
their previous effort, 2014's Listen. 

While making the follow-up with 
hip-hop producer Inflo, Luke and 
his bandmates had an epiphany. 
They realised they needed to make 
"a real band record',' carrying on 
the lineage of great British groups 
such as The Beatles and The Kinks. 

They shelved the material they 
had been working on and returned 
to recording together 
in one room. 

The sessions 
yielded Let's Go 
Sunshine's 15 tracks, 
among them Honey 
Bee. The song was 
written by Luke's 
musician father, who 
died of a heart attack 
when Luke was a child. 

"A big reason why I do music is 
my dad. I have all his records and 
his guitar,” he says. 

"My sister sent me a song he 
recorded in the 1970s. My step¬ 
brother liked the song and asked 
me while I was in the studio if I 
could record an acoustic version 
for him. I just started playing the 
song and all the boys came in and 
thought I'd written it. I didn't want 
to push it, but everyone liked it. So 
it happened organically. We did it 
in half a day. "Then I thought, 'We 
could get my dad's voice on! 


Luckily, we had some expert 
technicians who got his vocal and 
lifted it. I sing the first verse and 
then he sings the second and we 
both do the chorus, so it's a duet 
with my dad. 

"It's good for my family to put out 
a tune of his. It kind of keeps him 
alive, in a very non-creepy way!" 

Luke followed in his father's 
footsteps when The Kooks recently 
opened for The Rolling Stones. 

He remembers asking 
Sir Mick lagger and 
drummer Charlie Watts if 
they could recall meeting 
his father back when his 
band, The Echoes, 
supported them in the 
Sixties. 

"Charlie was really 
nice about it: 'Oh, I sort 
of remember the name! 
They play with so many bands. 

"He remembered the venue in 
Bristol because they played there a 
few times. That was nice,” says 
Luke. 

"Of course, it would be cool to 
know what my dad would think of 
our music. It's nice to have a family 
connection, that I'm continuing 
something of his." 

It's fair to assume Luke's father 
would be proud of his son's band's 
success. Their debut album, Inside 
In/Inside Out, went platinum four 
times in the UK and yielded six top

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Cheese plants, ferns, even cacti have made a 
comeback with the trendiest city dwellers 

B ack in 19821 started 
working in a city 
centre plant shop. 

I was enchanted by 
the weekly arrivals of 
houseplants, then as 
now, primarily grown 
in Holland. 

A huge truck would pull up outside 
and I'd unload trolleys of ferns, rubber 
plants, Swiss cheese plants, yuccas 
and orchids - all the species that are 
seeing a resurgence in this new 
millennium. 

A local woman grew cacti and suc¬ 
culents for the store. Trays of lithops 
(living stones) were unloaded from 


her car. And each Friday payday I'd 
purchase massive ferns and exotic¬ 
looking banana plants and wrestle 
them home on the bus back to my flat. 

That soon ended up looking like a 
botanic garden... I drilled holes into 
the ceiling and tied ropes over the 
rafters. Over the bed I suspended 
bowls of plantations, and then I 
started on bottle gardens and 
terrariums. 

Demijohns - bulbous narrow¬ 
necked bottles capable of brewing 
three gallons of home brew - were 
purchased and converted into mini 
greenhouses. Compost and bits of 
charcoal were funnelled into the 
space, tiny plants were squeezed 





through the opening and spoons and 
forks were commandeered from the 
kitchen, taped to lengths of bamboo 
and used to plant up the landscape. 

Watering was by means of a mister, 
always calculating just the right 
amount to create a moist environ¬ 
ment, but one which wasn't so wet 
that roots would be drowned or fungal 
disease could thrive. 

I'd sell these in the shop and at 
markets, once attracting the attention 
of Dave Stewart of the Eurythmics. He 
sensibly passed on a purchase figur¬ 
ing it would be difficult to haul it 
around the band's European concert 
dates! 

And now it's all back! A few years 


ago I visited a shop called Green 
Fingers in Nolita, New York, run by 
Japanese plant artist and creative 
director Satoshi Kawamoto. It was full 
of the young and the beautiful cooing 
over pot plants! I couldn't believe it. 
They'd been out of fashion since the 
1980s but now they were obviously 
back. 

And it wasn't just in trendy parts of 
America, in Amsterdam a shop called 
Wildernis (wilderness) was the green¬ 
est and coolest place to be. In the 
city's Old West area, it sells garden 
tools, special seeds and compost 
along with botanical prints, fashion¬ 
able plant hangers and stunning 
house plants. 


And in London, Gynelle Lyon - a 
former forensic scientist - has opened 
the city's first cacti and succulent shop 
called Prick, and wrote a wonderful 
book of the same name. You can find 
it on East London's Kingsland Road 
and like Wildernis, feels somewhat 
like a gallery. Visiting is an experience 
that cannot be replicated by shopping 
online. 

But social media is playing a part. 
Prick has more than 10,000 followers 
on Instagram, Wildernis has 72,000, 
and some other house-plant sellers 
and devotees have even more than 
that. The question is, why now? 

Maybe the recent vogue started with 
fashion and interiors, with palm and

But I think it's probably more about a 
desire to nurture, to create a nest, to be 
responsible for something. The world 
seems to be becoming a more challenging 
and unkind space, so much information is 
held about us, sold and stolen. So many 



certainties are slipping away. 

Property is expensive, even renting can 
be prohibitive, and garden space in cities 
and urban areas is hard to come by. 

Meanwhile plants are relatively cheap. 
They look great, they suit our health and 
fitness-aware sensibilities and they don't 
tweet nasty things.

A How about a lovely 
evergreen honeysuckle 
such as Lonicera japonica 
'Halliana'? It will climb 
vigorously and quickly cover 
your arbour, providing a 
privacy screen of dark 


green leaves. The real 
attraction however will be 
when it is covered from 
spring through to summer 
with deliciously fragrant 
white and yellow flowers - a 
real treat to sit beneath on 
a summer's evening. 

Or if you are looking for 
instant cover now, how 
about a bamboo that will 
gently rustle in the breeze? 

Choose a clump-forming 
variety, though, so you don't 
have to worry about it 
running all over the garden 
and into the neighbour's 
land! 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


VITEX AGNUS-CASTUS 'CHASTE TREE' 


It's taken a long hot 
summer to coax this lovely 
Mediterranean shrub to 
flower at last. 

In ancient times it was 
considered an 
anaphrodisiac - the 
opposite of an aphrodisiac 
- hence its common name 
of the Chaste tree. 

It's not a widely planted 


shrub but for me its value 
lies in the lovely display of 
fragrant flowers which 
should last well into autumn 
(and its foliage is aromatic 
too). 

Plant in full sun in 
well-drained soil and protect 
from cold drying winds. 

I'll prune back those 
flowering stems next spring.

They joined the ’big boys’ 
club’ in 2001 with their first 
Superb taking on the 
premium cars from BMW, 
Mercedes-Benz and even 
their own sister VW/Audi 
company and in both 
hatchback and estate styles 
have proved a big success. 

It’s easy to see why in the 
latest, updated models 
because they are all 
exceptionally well equipped, 
competitively priced offering 
real value for money with 
both petrol and diesel 
engines. 

The Superb has aged really 
well and remains extremely 
stylish while underneath and 
inside they remain the most 
sophisticated, comfortable, 
spacious and best quality 
quipped packaged car Skoda 
has ever made in its history. 
Yes, it naturally relies on 


some engineering and 
technical know-how and 
mechanical parts from 
partners Volkswagen - for 
example it’s based on the 
VW group’s common 
platform system known as 
MQB that now underpins 
everything from the tiny Polo 
through to the big Touareg.

sits in insurance group 19E 
and is BiK rated at 27%. 

The test car’s six-speed 
manual gearbox is fine with 
a nice up and down shift 
movement but in my book 
it’s worth paying the bit 
extra in going for the 
automatic gearbox tried 


previously which is so 
smooth and responsive and 
naturally less hard work for 
the driver. 

Out on the road the 
148bhp diesel engine has a 
strong and efficient 
performance with obviously 
good, low down torque from 
a diesel engine which is also 
remarkably quiet too. 

It picks up well and copes 
with our now many 
increasingly bumpy road 
surfaces, soaking them up 
well, along with safe and 
secure handling plus plenty 
of road grip and the ride 
overall, kept in Comfort 
suspension mode rather 
than Sport, is extremely 
refined and comfortable. 

Also, it’s an outstanding 
motorway cruiser (cruise 
control is standard) where 
on 18-inch alloy wheels it 
wafts along with ease and 
where fuel economy is 
genuinely good, achieving on 
a 400-mile day long test run 
60.8mpg, close to the official 
combined figure of 65.7mpg. 

But sit inside and it’s 


genuinely cavernous, 
particularly in the rear seats 
where a six-foot passenger 
will wallow in comfort and 
space while the really huge 
boot is commensurately vast, 
too, stretching to 1,760 litres 
with the rear seats folded 
and that's just the hatchback 
model. 

The rear seats have a 60/40 
split and there’s even a ski 
hatch in the seat backs too 
while an added advantage is 
that there are hooks to 
securely hang any shopping 
bags and also boot nets. 

Yes, three full-sized adults 
can sit in those back seats 
and not feel cramped at all 
while elsewhere inside 
Skoda’s Simply Clever slogan 
does actually mean that - it 
even has umbrellas storage 
pockets in the doors, ice 
scrapers in the fuel-filler and 
much more. 

The interior is even more 
classy now than in the first 
models and naturally on the 
higher trimmed and dearer 
versions, such as the SE L 
Executive test car, the 


amount of standard kit on 
board is enormous. 

This includes an efficient 
and easy to use 9.2-inch 
infotainment screen with all 
the usual mod cons like sat 
nav, Bluetooth, electric 
heated adjustable heated 
leather seats and folding 
door mirrors, electrically 
powered tailgate, rear 
parking sensors, loads of 
driver assist features and 
many more driving aids. 

Overall a really great 
looking big car with absolute 
bags of interior space and a 
comfortable ride and 
crucially cheaper than its 
rivals plus it has such a high 
standard of specification 
even on the entry-level 
model. 

Residuals look good too, 
which in turn makes it less 
risky than majority non¬ 
premium big cars while in 
terms of specification and 
prices all the latest Superb 
models are now better 
equipped and there’s 
nothing out there that offers 
such great value.

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I n a motoring world now 
dominated by SUVs, 
Volvo’s decision to 
introduce a new 
compact one might have 
seemed a bit risky. 

But judging by the awards 
and accolades picked up by 
the new XC40 - including 
European Car of the Year - 
the bosses at Gothenburg, 
Sweden knew exactly what 
they were doing. 

Despite being the smallest 
of the company’s XC range, 
the new model boasts many 
of the same up-market 
features and certainly the 
same quality of its larger 
siblings.

The doors themselves are 
cleverly designed to overlap 
the sills so that you don’t get 
your clothes dirty as you get 
out. 

On the inside, armchair¬ 
like seats hold you well in 
place and I liked the clean 
contemporary, Ikea-like look 
of the interior. 

A centre-set large touch 
screen which operates many 
of the on-board features 
eliminates the need for too 
many switches and there’s a 
generous amount of interior 
compartments to keep 
everything neat and tidy. 

There are even slots in the 
dashboard for credit card 
style club cards as well as a 
fold-out hook in the glove 
box for takeaways. 

Boot space too is generous 
thanks to a flat floor, few 
lumps and bumps on the 
sides and a tailgate that 
comes right down to the rear 
bumper. 

The model tested here is 
the all-singing, all-dancing 
top-of-the-range T5, an all- 
wheel-drive petrol-powered 
vehicle for motorists who 


want to combine 
performance and comfort 
with off-road ability. 

With a top speed of 140 
miles per hour and a 0- 
62mph time of just 6.5 
seconds the T5 powerhouse 
is an exceptionally quick car 
that delivers its power in a 
quiet, refined manner. 

There’s a choice of driving 


modes too, from eco to 
dynamic and you can even 
set individual preferences to
